The city council has on its agenda, for 
today's special meeting, discussion of Dr. 
P. L. Pratley’s report on the high level 
bridge conversion. 

his report was earlier shelved for a 
year, presumably becavse it was felt that 
in a year's time from the presentation of 
it council would be in a better position to 
consider it intelligently. 

Council is in no better position to esti- 
mate the value of this report today than a 
year ago. In fact the Pratley report can 
never be given intelligent consideration 
unti! it is accompanied by a complete 
traffic survey of the city because any 
bridge change or conversion or any bridge 
building project, to be economic and effec- 
tive, must take into account the treffic 
trends of the entire civic area. 

Dr. P. L. Pratiey is perhaps the great- 
est bridge expert in Canada. It was wise 
to seek his advice on the bridge set-up in 
Edmonton. 

But Dr. Pratley has not been asked to 
make a traffic survey of this city. Con- 
sequently his report based necessarily 
on the assumption that traffic conditions 
as they exist today are static. 

That is an entirely erroneous assump- 
tion. For that reason Dr. Pratley’s report, 
mo matter how valuable it may be intrinsi- 
cally, represents a waste of Dr. Pratley's 
time and a waste of Edmonton’s money. 


As Dr. Pratley must know very well, 
civic development and expansion are not 
controlled by the location of bridges. On 
the contrary, bridges, to be of maximum 
value, must follow the trends of traffic. 

Therefore, to sit down with a pencil and 
paper and make,a note of how many cars 
and trucks pass over a certain bridge in a 
certain space of time and then endeavor to 
calculate, from that data, just how large 
and strong that bridge must be, is a most 
unsound and flimsy method of determining 
a city’s bridge set-up. 

Before Edmonton can get even the 
vaguest idea of how many bridges we need 
or where they should be placed, it is neces- 
sary to secure the information. that only 
an expert traffic survey can secure. 

In other words, it is essential to find 
out the origins and. destinations of the 
many traffic streams in the area. 

Once you have the entire picture of 
traffic origins and destinations, it is no 
trick to discover where bridges should go 
and what should be their capacity. 

Dr. Pratley, as we say, is a first class 
bridge expert. But he cannot work with 
half the required data. : 

Only a competent and expert traffic 
survey will give him that data. And until 
that survey is made, his report is not 
worth considering
